Adam and Eve im the garden of Eden. 
“For as in Adam all die, even so in 
Christ shall all be made alive.” 1 Cor. 
15; 22, 


“Wherefore, as by one man sin en- 
tered into the world, and death by 
sin; and so death passed upon all 
men, for that all have sinned.” Rom. 
5:12. Though death is the result of 
sin and God’s appointment (Heb. 9: 
27), wonderful provisions have been 
made so we can escape the second 
death. 

Death is sure to come to all (unless 
Jesus comes before we die), it is no 
respecter of persons. The old and 
young, rich and poor alike must die. 
Death ends the probation of man or, 
in otaer words, there is no chance to 
get saved after we die. That there is 
no. probation beyond the grave is 
plain because the Scriptures nowhere 
mention anything about it. Every- 
thing stated in them concerning the 
future state or beyond death is con- 
cerning rewards for the righteous or 
punishment for the wicked. There 
are numerous Scriptures which clearly 
prove to us that in this life is the 
time to prepare for the future, or 
which the Bible denotes as eternity. 

Back in the days of Sodom and Go- 
morrah we find that the sins of those 
cities were so -grievous. that.it vexed 
the righteous soul of Lot from day to 
day with their unlawful deeds. 2 Pet. 
2:8. The writer of Genesis tells us 
that the cry of Sodom and Gomorrah 
was great and their sins very grievous, 
sO much so, that the heavenly visi- 
tors came to investigate matters. 
Then we find faithful Abraham plead- 
ing for the cities and-Lot warning 
them that destruction was coming or 
that their end was near at hand. Why 
did God lay tne burden of those cities 
on Abraham’s heart, and why did Lot 
give the solemn warning? Was it not 
because he knew that their probation 
would end when their lives ceased? 
Their probation surely ended for the 
seventh verse of Jude tells us they 
are set for an example and are suf- 
fering the vengeance of eternal fire. 
Nothing said or any mention made of

Jesus Himself speaking about Ca- 
pernaum, said it should te “brought 
down to “whell” and then adds that it 
shall be more tolezable in the day of 
judgment for Sodom and Gomorrah, 
than for that city. Remember Jude 
said they were already “suffering e- 


ternal fire” and then Jesus said in 
the day of judgment (meaning the 
white throne judgment after the 


thousand year reign then the wicked 
will be judged), it shall be more tol- 
erable for them, or their punishment 
will not be so great as that of Caper- 
‘nhum. because their lignt was not so 
| great. 

| According to the teaching of the 
| Seriptures the soul of the righteous 
|and wicked are in conscious existence 
after death. Death is the leaving of 
the soul, or, in other words, that in- 
| ward part of man leaves the body. 
| James tells us that the body without 
the Spirit is dead. James 2:26. 

When Stephen died, that is, when 
| his soul left the body he said, “Lord 
| Jesus; receive my spirit,” Acts 7:59,

when it could be... The Scriptures tell 
-us that it can’t-be before the judg- 


ment and it plainly tells us that after 
deatn is the judgment, Heb. 9:27, and 
at the judgment they will receive ag- 

‘to the deeds done in the body, 
‘and the revelator tells us that death 
and nell (the place where the unsav- 
ed were held) were cast into the lake 
of fire. “And death and hell were cast 
inte the lake of fire. This is the sec 
ond deatn. And whosoever was not 
found written in the book of life was 
cast into the lake of fire.” Rev 20:14, 
15. Then we find no chance for the 
unsaved dead either before or after 
the judgment. By studying the Scrip- 
tures we learn that the unsaved at 
death go to their own place and that 
place is hell; it is the prisen of evil 
spirits, the place prepared for the 
devil and his angels. Could it be be- 
lieved that such a place would be e 
proper one for an offender to reform? 
If all the righteous were taken out 
of this world and the wicked left to 
revel and riot alone, what would the 
society be? How much more in hell 
where devils and doomed spirits are 
crowded together, where every mouth 
is filled’ with blasphemy and every 
heart with sin? Certainly, of all places 
in the universe, hell is the least fitted 
to bring about the conversion of sin- 
ners. We wish to add a few more 
Scriptures and conclude. 


The prophet Daniel tells us that 
many of them that sleep in tne dust 
of the earth shall awake, some to 
everlasting life and some to shame 
and everlasting contempt. “And they 
that be wise saall shine as the bright- 
ness of the firmament; and they that 
turn many to righteousness as the 
stars for ever and ever.”

Nay, 
verily, but instead it tells us tnat 
those who did good (before they died) 
rose unto resurrection of life, and 
they which did evil (up to the, time 
of death) will rise unto the resurrec- 
tion of damnation.

In studying this subject, there is 
nothing that serves us so well, per- 
haps, in all the Bible, as the Epistle to 
the Ephesians. The whole of this 
epistle is an exposition of the heights 
and depths of sainthood. There are six 
chapters in the book; the first three 
reveal to us the nature of sainthood; 
the last three reveal to-us the life of a 
saint. 

We find in the first chapter and the 
third and fourth verses, that Paul 
said, “Blessed be the God and Father 
of our Lord Jesus Christ, who hath 
blessed us with all spiritual blessings 
in heavenly places in Christ: Accord- 
ing as he hath chosen us in him be- 
fore the foundation of the world, that 
we should be holy and without blame 
before him in love.” This of. course 
has reference to believers in Christ as 
unbelievers can neyer be boly, there- 


fore, they shall never see the Lord. 
Heb. ,12:14. 
We will notice it says, “We 


should be holy and without blame be- 
fore him in love.” This marks the 
standard of God’s plan for our eternal 
salvation through Jesus Christ. 
standard has ‘been in force since the 
day of Christ when He taught His dis 
ciples, “Be ye therefore perfect, even 
as your Father which is in heaven is 
perfect.” This is the Lord’s standard 
which He hath purposed in Himself. 
Now, dearly beloved, the dear Lord 
is calling each one of us to this same 
state, “holy and without. blame before 
him in love.” He wants us to first ac- 
cept the teaching in order to BE, and 
follow the teaching in order that we 
may LIVE as becometh saints. Our do- 
ing eventually is the outcome of our 
being, and if we are saints we shall. 
eventually live as becometh saints. 


In writing to. the Galatians, the 
apostle Paul states a bit of his own 
personal experience. He says, “I .am 


crucified with Christ: nevertheless I 
live; yet not I, but Christ liveth in 
me: and the life which I now live in 
the flesh I live by the faith of the Son 
of God, who loved me, and gave him- 
self for me.” Gal. 2:20. This embodies 
the hidden life of the saint, and the 
living life of a saint. 


In the Epistle to the Ephesians, the 
apostle in the first three chapters sets 
forth the position of saigthood. He 
tells us what it is to be a saint. Then 
in the last three chapters, his effort is 
to get men to live in accordance with 
the privileges they have as saints. 

Dear saints, it is a great honor to be 
a saint. In verse ten, chapter two, he 
tells us that we are God’s “Workman- 
ship;” “For we are his workmanghip, 
created in Christ Jesus unto good 
works, which God hath before ordain- 
ed that we should walk in them.” 

“Workmanship;” this makes me 
think of a musical instrument. Per- 
haps it is a great organ that is being 
made for me. So God in the first place 
is working us, perfecting us more and 
more, and bringing us to the place 
where, like the great organ of God, 
we can make music in the midst of 
the disharmony of the world. 


The purpose then, my friends, of 
sainthood is not simply to make one 
feel secure and happy but that God 
through us may bless the world. If 
we are not a blessing to the world, if 
God is not making music throug’ us, 
if we are not diffusing the charms and 
blessings the world needs in the midst 
of its sorrows, sighs and its sufferings, 
there is something the matter.

In rare cases 
it reaches to the tip so as_ to 
interfere with speech and chew- 
ing and the child is said to be 
tongue tied.

Out of the same 
mouth proceedeth blessings and 
cursing. My brethren, these 
things ought not so to be.” 
James 3:9,10. Though this is 
true, verse twelve clearly ex- 
plains that the man of God will 
not curse. When we are sanc- 
tified all this stops, the bridle is 
operated differently from then 
on, so long as we keep the ex- 
perience of sanctification, but 
there are other unbecoming say- 
ings that would not be termed 
as cursing, which even sanctifi- 
ed people will drift into if they 
are not continually on the 
guard. A_ person with a_ sky 
vlue experience of sanctification 
will keep the tongue bridled and 
keep the bridle on at all times. 
I have been where there were 
horses that wore the bridle all 
the time, on inquiry why the 
keeper left the bridle or halter 
on some and took them off of 
others, they would explain that
